A Proclamation for the further adiournment of Michaelmaſſe Terme. 


=] Hereas our gratious Soueraigne Lord the Kings Maicſtic, taking into His Princely conſiderationthe 
Eg] hcalch and ſafety of His loving Subiedts, and how much they might be indangered by the great and 
gencrall infection of the Plague,which hath beence long in the Citics of London and Weſtminſter,and the 
|| places nerc adjoyning,if by their ſcruices, fuits,or other cauſes occaſioned by the Terme they ſhould 
be drayynethither beforethathcavy viſitation ſhould by the mercy of God be remoued: Did there- 
Fail forc by His Royall Proclamation { Aer the fourth day of September now laſt paſt ſignific His plea- 
lure, That partofthe Terme of S. Michael thennext comming ſhould beadjourned; Thatis tofay, 
from theta thereof vnto the fourth returne of the fame Terme called Menſe Michaelis, Now His Ma- 
jeſtic foreſccing,that although by Gods mercy that grievous ſicknes is much aſſwaged in thoſc Citics and parts adjoyning, 
| yctthedanger thereof would be very great to His whole Kingdome, in x hon, the infection, and vyould longer conti- 
| nucthe perill thercof in thoſe places already infected by rhe concourſe of ſo many from all parts of the Kingdome , whom 
the buſineſſes ofthe Terme muſt neceſſarily draw together; Doth therefore hereby declare His pleaſure to be, Thar arthe 
faid returne called Henſe Michaelis the ſaid Terme be againe adjourned vntill the next returne after, being the fifth returne 
of the ſaid Terme called Craſtino Animarum,and that atthe ſaid adjournmentthe Terme bealfo adjourned from the City of 
Weſtminſier,vnto the Towne of Reading, in the Countic of Berke, and there continucd forthe reſ1due of the ſaid Terme, 
where His Will is,that all His louing Subjc&ts of this Realme,whom it may any way concerne, doetake notice, And His 
Majcſties pleaſure is, That one of His [uſtices of either Bench on thatday of Memnſe Michaelis, according to the ancient order 


W- of thc Lawes, keepe the Efloynes of the ſaid returne of Menſe Michaelis,at which time Writs of adjournment (which His Ma- 


jeſtic hereby commandeth the Lord Keeper of His Grear Seale of England to make forth) ſhalbe directed to the laid Iuſtices, 
givingthem authority to make ſuch turther adjournment as aforeſaid. And further His Majeſties pleaſure is,that all matters, 
cauſes and ſuirs d:pending in any of His other Courts of Star-chamber,Exchequer,Courtsof Wards & Livcries, Dutchic of 
Lancaſter,and Court of Requelts ſhall haue continuance, and the parties ſhall haueday from the ſaid fourth Returne called 
Menſe Michaelis,votill the {aid fifth Returne called Craſtino Animarum, And whereas His Majeſty by His ſaid former Procla- 
mation did dire &,T hat all Colle&ors,Sheriffes,and other Accomptants, and all other am that ſhould or oughtto ac- 
compt for,or pay any ſumme or ſummes of money inany ofHis Maieſtics Courts of Exchequer, Courts of Wards and Live. 
rics, and of His Dutchicot Lancaſter,or in any of them, oro enter into any accompt inany of thefaid Courts, ſhould re- 
paire ynto His Maicſtics houſe of /Xchmond, as though no ſuch Proclamation of adiournment had beene had or made; Now 
| His Vaieſties pleaſureis,and he doth hereby dire& and command, that at and from the ſaid Returne of Craſtino Animarum, 
all Colle&tors, Recciuers,Sherifles, and other accom ptants,and all other perſons that fhould or oughtto eur for or pa 
any ſummeor ſummes of money in any of the places aforcſaid,ſhall giue theiratrendance atthe Towne of Readmg afore( El 
| andthere maketheir payments,and enter into,and proſecutetheir accompts , as they ought to hauedone atthe Receipt ar 
| Weſtminſter. Andleſtthe cuer-haſtic reſort of Strangers to the ſaid Cities of London and Wefiminfter, and places neere oy 
\ing.and the intercourſe of trade betweene thoſe Cities and places adioyning, and other Cities, Townes, and places of this 
Kingdome more remote, mightbean occaſion of piers 1p infe&tion into ocher parts and places not yer infeed , and 
| of continuing itthe longer where itis already,which would hinderhis Maieſtics repaire to thoſe Cities, and be an impedi. 
ment to other matters of importance,for the benefite and comfort of thoſe Citics,whereas the forbearance for awhile mighr 
availe tothcir mutuall good and ſafetic. His Maicftic doth hereby not onely adviſe, bur ſtraitly charge and command all 
perſons,whole proper habirations are not inthoſe Citics of London and Weftminiter, or places neerc adioyning,to forbeareto 
relide there,or reſortthither. And that all Carriers cither by Land or by Water , with horſe, Wayne, Cart, Waggon, Boar, 
- Barge,or other Veſlell,doc forbeare to carry any take ah 3 2 or otherthings ( otherthen viCtuals onely) ynto, or 
from the aid Cities of London and Weftminfler,or Suburbs thereof, yntill the perill ofthe contagion be better palt oucr, and 
by thecoldnes of the weather the Aire becleanſed, and the danger remoued, and his Maieſtics further pleaſure be knowne 
herein. And leſt theſaid Towneof Reading, which is now free frofn the ſickneſſe, may it ſelfe be indangered, or indanger 0- 
* thers reſorting thither by fetching of wares from places now or lately infeted ; His Maieſty doth ftraitly charge and 
; command all and cuery the + Falk of the ſaid Towne and all other places within three miles thereof,that they wholly 
'forbeare to buy or recciue any warcsor merchandize fromtheſaid Cities of London and We$iminSter, or places adioyning, o: 
from any other placenow orlately infe&ted with that contagious ſicknes, vnill the end of the ſaid Terme of S. Michael a 
\.the ſooneſt. And his Maicſty doth ftraitly charge and command the Maior of the ſaid Towne of Reading, and the Iuſti 
C85 of peace inhabiting within the hundreds of Reading, Bunnin and Thelen the ſaid County of Berke, that they with all di 
| ligence ſechis Maicſties pleaſure obſerucd herein. Giuen at k Court at Salisbury the eleuenth day of Oftober, inthe fir$t yeare
